The proof of the infringement in the
sction decided Thursday, Judge Coxe held,
was substantially the same as in the Brush-
Julien ease. Afier referring to the similar-
ity of the tsand clearly setting forth
how the broader ome covered the second
battery element, Jndge Coxe continues:

“Mr. Brush was the ﬁrstl.n%he country to
make the broad invention. @ is eniitled
to the fruita of his invention. It is the
policy of the law to reward him. Where
the rt can see thst the patentee has pro-
duced an invention of real merit, it should
not be unduly industrious in endeavoring to
discover some statement or sct of his by
which, on technical grounds, his rights may
be forfeited. Itshonld rather be sedulous
to proteet him. "
